Glades area food stamp users 
last week were invited to 
comment on proposed new 
regulations for the food stamp 
program. 

The regulations implement 
amendments to the Food 
Stamp Act contained in the 
Agriculture and Consumer 
Protection Act of 1973 (Public 
Law 93-86). 

The proposed regulations also 
include revisions resulting

HOW MUCH FOR
